Bonar — A  good  captain  ;  as  a  three-quarter  he  measured  well  up 
to  the  standard  of  the  School's  best  three-quarters;  is  speedy,  tackles 
and  kicks  well,  and  never  misses  an  opportunity. 

Clarke — Was  developing  into  a  good  man  ;  has  speed  and  com- 
bines  well. 

Aivazoff — Is  good  in  any  position,  but  was  most  useful  to  the  team 
as  full-l)ack.  In  this  position  he  shone;  an  excellent  tackle  and  finds 
touch   invariably   with   a  good  jiowerful  kick. 

Gammon — Played  inside  three-quarter.  Considering  that  the  game 
was  new  to  him.  he  did  very  well.  He  was  a  really  good  tackle  and  ran 
well.  lie  needs  more  practice  in  combination  and  kicking  into  touch.

Parker — Played  wing  three-quarter;  was  rather  disappointing  in 
the  early  part  of  the  season.

SOCIAL    NOTES 

January  15.  Our  Saturday  evening  entertainments  were  started 
this  Term  with  an  illustrated  lecture  by  Lieut.  H.  R.  Helmsing-. 
R.N.V.R..  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  B.  C.  Division  of  the  Xavy 
League  of  Canada.  His  lecture  was  on  the  Zeebrugge  and  r)stend 
Raid,  and  was  of  the  greatest  interest.  Lieut.  Helmsing  did  not  take 
part  in  the  raid  but  was  thoroughly  familiar  with  all  the  circumstances 
and  explained  them  to  us  as  vividly  as  an  eye-witness  might. 

The  raid,  which  occurred  in  the  spring  of  '18.  was  the  hrst  success- 
ful blocking  task  in  history,  but  was  also  an  act  to  demoralize  the 
German  forces.  It  was  only  accomplished  through  the  great  courage 
of  the  British  Xavy  and  took  place  after  several  months  of  planning  and 
preparing.  The  raiders  left  Dover  on  the  night  of  April  22.  and  when 
they  arrived  at  Zebrugge  the  Germans  were  completely  surprised.  The 
Vindictive  and  the  smaller  boats,  the  Aris  and  Daffodil,  landed  at  the 
mole  and.  under  a  terrific  fire,  endeavoured  to  land  the  men.  During 
this,  the  Thetis.  Intrepid  and  Ipheginia  were  steered  into  the  canal  and 
sunk.  ( )n  their  victorious  return  to  England  every  man  was  acclaimed 
a  hero,  while  Sergt.  Finch  was  voted  the  great  honour  and  ])rivilege  of 
wearing  the   \  ictoria   Cross  for  all  the  participants. 


January  18.  On  the  morning  of  January  18,  Lieut. -Col.  Goodeve. 
G.S.O.  of  this  District,  gave  a  very  interesting  and  amusing  talk  on 
"Military  History."  The  great  progress  in  the  perfecting  of  weapons 
was  illustrated  by  several  amtising  circumstances,  and  we  will  always 
remember  the  old  General  who  could  not  put  his  cannon  at  the  top  of 
a  hill  because  of  the  cannon-balls  rolling  out. 


January  29.  On  this  day  Lieut.-Col.  Flick.  C.M.G.,  C.B.E..  made 
good  his  ])r(imise  to  re-visit  us  and  give  a  talk  on  the  landing  of  troops 
in  Gallip<j!i.  As  he  is  a  veteran  of  all  the  fighting  that  took  place  in 
Mesopotami  and  the  surrounding  coimtry.  his  talks  are  always  of  the 
most  absorbing  nature. 

He  took  us  from  the  beginning  of  his  trip  in  Plymouth  Sound,  to 
(Gibraltar.  Malta.  Crete,  Alexandria  and  the  Hellesponte.  .\fter  he 
was  able  to  find  his  regiment,  he  soon  had  cjrders  to  move  to  Gallipoli. 
When  off  the  Turkish  shore  they  f(jund  themselves  under  a  continual 
fire   from   the   Turks.       Arri\ing  at   their   destination,   considerable   diffi- 
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cultv  was  encountered  in  unl(jadin_o-  the  men  in  scows,  until  it  was  dis- 
covered that  it  was  shallow  enoug"h  to  wade  ashore.  Even  though 
mines  and  barbed  wire  were  stretched  along"  the  banks,  the  advance 
was  soon  started.  The  result  is  only  too  well  known,  the  enemy  being" 
entirelv  surprised  and  ten  lines  of  trenches,  together  with  a  Ttirkish 
General  and  his  staff,  being  taken  with  small  loss. 

With  the  evening  at  an  end.  the  President  vcjiced  the  sentiments  of 
all  bv  a  little  speech  of  thanks,  and  all  joined  in  to  give  three  cheers 
for  the  Colonel. 


Upon  the  Aurora's  return  from  Vancouver.  Ca])tain  Adams  extended 
an  invitation  to  us,  as  a  Military  School,  to  visit  the  ships.  On  our 
arrival  at  Escjuimalt,  we  were  inspected  and  given  a  talk  on  the  import- 
ance of  the  co-operation  of  the  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Forces,  by  the 
Captain.  He  then  invited  us  all  (jn  board  and,  dividing  into  groups, 
we  were  soon  scattered  over  both  the  Aurora  and  the  destroyer  Patricia, 
Avhich  lay  alongside.  x\fter  all  had  enjoyed  a  pleasing  afternoon,  "fall 
in"  was  blown,  and  we  soon  left  for  the  School.  However,  none  of  us 
will  ever  forget  the  hospitality  of  Captain  Adams  and  the  British  sailors. 


Visit  to  St.  John's  Church.  The  Reverend  Chadwick  was  very  kind 
in  asking  us  to  attend  morning  service  at  his  church  on  April  3.  A 
highly  interesting  sermon  was  delivered,  and  we  will  always  look  for- 
ward to  the  time  when  we  mav  again  attend  his  service. 


Visit  to  Christ  Church  Cathedral.  On  April  24.  Dean  Quainton 
invited  the  School  to  his  morning  service.  A  special  sermon  for  young 
people  was  delivered,  which  was  very  instructive  to  all.  We  hope  to 
again  have  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  Dean.

Bob  Harvey.  I'illy  Wilson,  Ferguson  and  numerous  others.  It  is  our 
intention  to  engage  the  ice  for  two  sessions  a  week  next  year,  thereby 
assuring  all  Old  Boys  a  good  chance  to  show  their  knowledge  and 
lack  of  knowledge  of  hockey. 

The  .Annual  Re-union  was  a  Inisy  yet  entertaining  and  enjoyable 
dav.  As  before  mentioned  the  morning  was  occupied  by  the  ice  hockey 
match  against  the  School.

1921.  the  Old  Boys  of  the  University  School 
gathered  together  with  convivial  hearts  and  merry  faces  to  take  part 
at  the  luncheon  at  the  Criterion,  which  was  arranged  for  the  Annual 
Re-union  of  the  Old  Boys  of  Victoria  and  \'ancouver,  or  from  any  part 
of  the  globe  from  which  these  noble  gentry  could  come  to  expound 
on  the  duties  and  results  attained  by  the  Association  during  the  past 
vear,  to  elect  officers,  or  make  suggestions  for  the  welfare  and  continu- 
ance of  this  organization  through  1921. 

The  luncheon  was  given  so  that  the  Old  Boys  could  meet  and  enjoy 
a  little  recreation,  and  at  the  same  time  attend  to  business  and  the 
electicjn  of  officers.

Dear  Mr.   Iiarnacle  : 

I  am  afraid  that,  as  a  correspondent.  ni\  letters  are  few  and  far 
l)et\veen,  but  althoui^h  you  do  not  hear  from  me  very  often,  please  do 
not  think  the  old  School  is  forgotten.  That  would  be  impossible,  and 
for  two  reasons.  First,  on  account  of  the  splendid  traditions  handed 
down  to  the  School  by  so  many  of  the  Old  Roys  durin.cy  the  late  war: 
and  in  the  second  place,  because  it  was  my  privilege  to  have  been  a 
boarder  at  the  School  for  a  number  of  years,  during  which  i)eriod  many 
events  took  place  which  will  always  be  remembered  by  me. 

In  writing  this  letter,  which  is  my  hrst  from  the  University  of 
Washington,  1  know  you  will  Ije  anxious  to  hear  w\v>  the  Old  Boys  are 
that  are  attending  this  University.  Altogether  there  are  five  of  us, 
namely,  R.  D.  Lennie,  A.  F.  Price.  H.  H.  Goodrich,  E-  L.  McNaughton, 
and  mvself.  Lennie  and  McNaughton  are  in  the  College  of  Mines ; 
Goodrich  in  the  College  of  Fisheries,  while  Price  and  myself  are  in  the 
College  of  Forestry.  Just  at  present  Price  is  at  his  home  in  Duncan 
on  sick  leave,  l)Ut  1  think  he  intends  returning  next  Fall.  I  find  the 
Forestry  work  very  interesting,  and  the  course  at  this  University  is  a 
good  one,  allowing  specialization  along  four  difi^erent  lines,  namely. 
Forest  Management,  Logging  Engineering,  Lumbering,  and  Forest 
Products.  I  am  going  in  for  Logging  Engineering,  which  seems  to  be 
the  most  popular  one  of  the  four  at  the  present  time,  and  the  one  which, 
I  think,  has  a  good  future. 

As  regards  the  life  at  this  L^niversity.  I  should  sa}-  that  it  is  much 
the  same  as  at  any  of  our  own  large  L'niversities — for  this  University  is 
a  large  one,  having  five  thousand  registered  students — that  is  to  say, 
there  is  plenty  of  so  called  "pep"  in  evidence,  which  is  particularly 
expressive  at  some  of  their  athletic  contests,  notably  the  football  games. 
At  these  games  the  organized  yells  are  quite  a  novel  feature,  especially 
when  backed  up  by  several  thousand  rooters,  led  by  an  individual  known 
as  the  "Yell  King,"  who,  during  critical  and  spectacular  phases  of  the 
game,  rouses  the  student  body  to  action  with  great  gusts.  There  is  one 
side  of  the  American  University  life  which  does  dififer  somewhat  from 
our  own.  and  that  is,  the  tendency  of  the  resident  students  to  live 
together  in  organized  houses.  These  houses  are  of  several  types,  as 
for  instance  the  Greek  letter  Fraternities  and  Sororities,  the  former  for 
men.  the  latter  for  women  ;  Clubs,  and  what  are  known  as  Halls.  The 
Halls  are  operated  by  the  L'niversity  and  are  situated  on  the  Campus. 
The  others  are  situated  in  the  University  district.  The  reason  I  men- 
tion these  organizations  is  for  the  reason  that  they  tend  to  solidify  the 
student  body  and  create  a  certain  amount  of  "esprit  de  corps"  towards 
the  University,  all  of  which  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  energy  and 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  students  enter  into  L'niversity  activities. 
Hence  the  pep  which  I  mentioned  before. 

The  Canadian  male  students,  of  whom  there  are  about  fifty  in  the 
University,  recently  organized  a  University  Canadian  Club,  in  connec- 
tion with  which  a  house  has  been  secured  that  will  accommodate  about 
twenty  members.  We  have  been  in  the  house  since  New  Year's,  and 
so  far  the  venture  has  proved  a  big  success.  If  at  any  time.  Mr. 
Barnacle,  you  or  any  members  of  the  School,  past  or  present,  should

THE   BROTHERS 

It  is  night,  and  across  the  dark  waters  of  the  ocean  steams  a  liner. 
All  aboard  her  is  silent  and  still,  the  steady  throb  of  the  engines  seem- 
ing part  of  the  silence  by  its  regularity.  Tossing  feverishly  in  his 
narrow  bunk  lies  a  young  man.  The  water  swirling  past  below  his 
open  port  hole  seems  to  say:  "Thief!  thief!"  The  very  engines  seem 
to  roar  at  him,  and  the  slightest  noise  makes  him  start.  He  is  a  thief 
indeed,  but  what  a  sorry  one. 

He  has  none  of  the  confidence  of  the  hardened  criminal;  he  shivers 
and  stares  wide-e}ed  into  the  darkness,  where  conscience  points  an 
accusing  finger  at  him. 

He  is  3'oung — young  with  the  weakness  of  youth  :  a  love  of  cards, 
pleasure  and  all  the  things  which  require  money,  so  much  money,  and 
he  has  gone  beyond  his  tether. 

He  has  thought  of  his  crime,  and  yet  again  he  racks  his  tortured 
brain  reviewing  his  wrong.  Vividly  before  him  he  sees  the  bank  where 
his  brother — ah  !  he  starts  and  groans  miserably  as  he  thinks  of  his 
l)rother  who  had  been  mother  and  father  to  him,  educated  him,  and  done 
all  he  could  for  him  since  their  parents'  death  ;  and  now,  now  look  what 
he  had  done — who  had  secured  him  a  position  in  the  bank. 

Gambling  debts  had  mounted  up ;  the  loan  sharks  were  closing 
their  relentless  jaws  upon  him,  and  to  save  himself  he  resorted  to  theft. 
It  had  been  a  simple  matter  to  return  to  the  bank  and  approach  the 
unsuspecting  watchman,  to  knock  him  unconscious,  rifle  the  safe  and 
take  the  money  he  needed.  He  had  only  taken  gold,  bills  were  too 
easy  to  trace.      He  had  paid  his  debts  and  hurriedly  left  town. 

Here  he  was  trying  to  find  a  new  land.  He  might  never  be  dis- 
covered ;    he  could  breathe  easier  within  a  month  or  two  ;    how  simple 

it  had  all  been But  suddenl}'  a  new  thought,  more  harrowing  than 

all  the  others,  strikes  him.  Did  he  kill  the  watchman  or  not?  The 
man  was  old  and  weak,  he  might  have  hit  too  hard — was  he  to  be 
branded  murderer  as  well  as  thief? 

Thoroughly  worn  out.  he  falls  asleep,  dreaming  of  scaffolds  and 
gaols,  the  end  of  the  wicked. 

Night  after  night  this  takes  place,  until  at  last  he  reaches  the  new 
land.  Here  is  his  chance  to  know  whether  he  is  still  hunted  or  not. 
and  the  moment  he  gets  ashore  he  buys  a  paper.  Hunting  through  its 
columns  he  finds  what  he  is  looking  for,  but  what  he  sees  leaves  him 
stunned  by  its  awfulness.  There  in  front  of  him.  in  l)old  black  type,  is 
an  outcome  of  his  crime  which  he  has  never  thought  of.  Again  and 
yet  again  he  reads  the  column,  but  it  is  no  use,  the  worst  possible  thing 
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has  happened.  He  has  murdered  the  watchman,  but  that  is  not  all: 
his  brother  has  taken  his  guilt  upon  his  shoulders  and  has  been  sentenced 
to  die  on  the  19th  of  the  month. 

He  looks  hurriedly  at  the  calendar  on  the  dockyard  wall — it  is  the 
12th.  It  \\ill  take  him  a  week  to  g-et  back,  and  he  may  be  in  time  to 
save  his  brother.  In  his  anxiety  and  remorse  he  forgets  all  about  the 
possibility  of  cabling  to  the  authorities.  He  spends  an  awful  week  of 
torture — sleepless  nights  and  lonely  days,  which  drive  him  nearly  mad. 

At  last  he  reaches  the  port  which  he  left  two  weeks  previously, 
rushes  ashore  and  jumps  into  the  first  taxi  he  sees.  After  what  seems 
an  age,  he  reaches  the  gaol.  Ah  !  he  must  be  in  time  to  save  his  brother. 
Incoherently  he  pours  out  his  story  to  the  governor  of  the  prison.  When 
he  has  confessed  his  guilt,  the  latter  jumps  to  his  feet  with  a  cry  of. 
"We  may  save  him  yet!  He  was  to  die  at  10  o'clock,  and  it  is  within 
a  few  seconds  of  10  now."  Frantically  the  two  men  rush  headlong- 
through  the  stone  passages,  between  rows  of  cells  whose  occupants 
think  them  maniacs,  till  at  last  the}-  reach  the  electrocution  chamber. 
They  rush  in.  Sitting  in  the  chair,  the  wretched  youth  sees  his  brother 
staring  wide  eyed  at  nothing,  a  tense  strange  look  on  his  face,  no  sign 
of  recognition.  With  a  frantic  shriek  the  young  man  leaps  at  the  chair 
and  tries  to  wrench  his  brother  free.  At  once  he  becomes  rigid,  then 
drops  to  the  floor — he.  too.  has  been  electroctited. 

The  vouth's  entry  had  been  so  sudden  that  the  wardens  had  for- 
gotten til  switch  oti  the  current,  and  he  had  received  the  shock  after  his 
brother,  who  had  died  just  before  he  reached  the  room.
